Fighting Tuberculosis. 


Statistics just made public by The 


National Association for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis show 
that nearly 3,000 agencies are now 
listed in the fight against tubercu- 
losis in the United States, an 
in- 


crease of 1600 per cent since 1904, 
when the national warfare on this 
disease was started. 
These figures 


are taken from a new tuberculosis 
directory just issued by the Associ- 
ation. 


The list includes 
557 sanatoria 


and 
hospitals, 
158 tuberculosis 


boarding houses, 90 hospitals for 
the insane and 35 penal institutions 
making special provision for tuber- 
culosis, 455 dispensaries, 310 open 
air schools, and 
1324 anti-tubercu- 


losis associations 
and 
committees. 


To these are added 158 Canadian 
institutions and 
associations, mak- 


ing a total of 3087. The directory 
also gives a summary of municipal 
and state legislation on tuberculosis 


When the 
National Association 


was formed in 1904 and the first list 
of agencies was printed, only 183 or- 
ganizations and 
institutions 
were 


found. 
The second edition of the 


Directory in 1908 reported 649 dif- 
ferent agencies; and 1440 were list- 
ed in the third edition published in 
1911. On the basis of the latter fig- 
ures, the number of agencies in the 
anti-tuberculosis movement has in 
creased 115 per cent in the last five 
years.

have been especially promising in 
yield, stiffness of straw and baking 
qualities, have been developed at the 
Ohio Experiment Station ior man} 
years and Will be offered to larmers 
In the state at a nominal cost loi 
seeding this fall. 
These selections 


include 
some 
from G>psy. Poole, 


Fultz, and bther standard varieties. 
Requests from them should be ad- 


resseti to the Experiment Station at 
Tooster. 


7 Farmers receiving this wheat are 
expected to report yields from it and 
from thelr'own variety seeded at tlie 
same rate and on an equal area as 
that received from the station. 


Fertilizers lor Wheat. 


Wheat yields at thp Ohio Experi- 


ment Station at Wooster'during 22 
years have been 
increased 
eight 


bushels by the use of 329 pounds nC 
acid phosphate in the five-year ro- 
tation. 
The addition of potash has 


caused an annual net increase worth 
45 cents an acre, but this would be 
a loss this year because of prices 
caused by the European war. Appli-

form have increased the yields, but 


the cost In nearly all cases has de- 
creased the net returns^ Hence, soil

Lime rau*.e«- Inoi-en*-'* in Crop Yield. 


As an average ol 1 crops of wheat 


m the five-year rotation at the Ohio 
Experiment Station, an expenditure 
of $5 for lime once in the rotation 
has resulted in an average gam of 
$16.47 an acre for all five crops, ac- 
cording to results reported in Bul- 
letin 298 on Wheat Experiments just 
1 ublished by the Experiment Station 
at Wooster. 
From one to t\\o tons 


of ground limestone is applied per 
acre in the spring to the corn crop. 


Liming has returnpd 302 percent 


on the investment where nitrogen in 
complete fertilizer wah carried in ni- 
tiato ot soda. 
It has returned 261 


percent when used with manure, and 
234 percent in connection with acid 
phosphate alone, and has even paid 
when used with basic slag. On the 
Wooster soil liming has always been 
necessary regardless of any fertilized 
treatment.

SoU in 


Case of Roosevelt vs. Roosevelt. 


Editor of the Advocate. 


In the Outlook magazine of Sep- 


tember 23, 1914, over the signature 
of Theodore Roosevelt, there 
ap- 


peared 
the 
following 
exceedingly 


clear, concrete, positive, 
emphatic 


and withal weighty and conclusive 
argument in opposition to the mak- 
ing of an official protest by our gov- 
ernment against the German inva- 
sion of Belgium: 


"It is eminently desirable that we 


should remain neutral, and nothing 
but urgent 
need 
would 
warrant 


Ireaking our neutrality and taking 
sides one way or 
the 
other. Of 


course it would be folly to jump in- 
to the gulf ourselves to 
no 
good 


purpo&e, and very probably nothing 
we could have done 
would 
have 


helped Belgium. The sympathy of 
this country for the men, 
women 


and children of 
Belgium 
is very 


real; nevertheless this sympathy is 
compatible with the unwisdom of 
our uttering a single word of offi- 
cial protest, unless we are prepared 
to make that protest effective; and 
nothing but the most urgent nation- 
al duty would justify us in depart- 
ing from our rule of neutrality and 
non-interference." 


But in his recent letter 
to 
the 


national commitce of the late Pro- 
gressive party the same 
Theodore 


Roosevelt expresses himself on the 
same question after this manner: 


"Under the actual 
circumstances 


we could with the minimum of risk 
have protested against the invasion 
of Belgium, a small, 
well-behaved 


nation, when she was exposed to the 
last extremity of outrage 
by 
the 


brutal 
violation 
of 
her 
neutral 


rights, this violation being itself a 
violation of The Hague convention 
to which 
we were 
a 
signatory 


power. 


Verily, we have no right to quar- 


rel witli Mr. Roosevelt, for honestly 
changing his mind on this 
grave 


question, if we can bring ourselves 
to believe that after expressing him- 
self as he did in 1914, he has un- 
dergone any real change of opinion; 
but, 
Mr. Editor, does he 
manifest 


either "decency" or true 
"Ameri- 


canism" when he condemns Presi- 
dent Wilson for holding the same 
view of the question that 
himself 


held and so clearly and cogently set 
forth in the year 1914? 


I take it that the readers of the 


Advocate will not dispute what Mr. 
Roo&evelt says concerning the out- 
rage to which unhappy Belgium has 
been subjected; but Mr. Roosevelt 
well knows, although 
he is very 


careful not to state the fact to the 
public, that in that convention it was 
expressly stipulated by the represen- 
tatives of our government that we 
were not bound in any case to de- 
part from our rule of neutrality and 
non-interference 
with 
European 


powers. 
And although Mr. 
Roose- 


velt now speaks of "the 
minimum 


of risk" that we would have occurred 
he can not be charged with ignor- 
ance of the fact that the making of 
an official protest would have been 
a breaking of our 
neutrality 
and 


therefore a prelude to war! 


But who ever knew Mr. Roosevelt 


to "play fair" in a political contro- 
versy?

Fish ami Game Protective associa- 
tion, representing 400 members in 
the county. The entire party of 25 
\\ere entertained at lunch at Hotel 
Warden by Commodore Whittaker 
and in the afternoon made a tour 
of the lake. 


The party visited the flume gates 


and the locks at the west end of the 
lake and looked over the ground 
where it is proposed to construct 
the hatchery. 
The proposed loca- 


tion is in the old canal bed. which 
it is planned, will be enclosed with 
concrete for a distance of 800 feet 
w i t h partitions of concrete and steel 
screen. 


The canal from the lake toward 


Newark is practically a perpetual 
\\aterwav, because of water leases 
held by manufacturers along 
the 


canal. 
This insures a 
permanent 


supply of water the >ear round and 
w i t h the comeniences at hand the 
cost of construction would be small 
in comparison to a lacation where 
there are few or no natural advant- 
ages. 


The ideal features of tins location 


as a fish hatchery were pointed out 
by ex-Commissioner Harry Holbrook 
of Columbus, repiesenting the yacht 
club 
I. S Myers of Akron, member 


of the fish and game committee of 
• iie board, discussed the 
question 


ireeh and looked with favor upon 
the site as n location for the hatch- 
ery 
He pointed out the necessity 


however, of guarding against snakes, 
turtles and other natural enemies of 
^pawning beds. One of the points he 
brought out was The fact that the 
hatchery could be superintended bv 
the same man who is 
placed 
in 


charge at the lake by the state board. 


\V. W. Card, cashier of the Park 


Xational bank of Newark, presented 
the petition of the Licking Count? 
r."so< iation for a better protection of 
the fish already in the lake and the 
better protection of the fish during 
the spawning season. 


Mr. Gard pointed out 
that 
the 


practice ot lowering the water level 
in the lake in the fill

mam 


thousands of nsh stranded in shal- 
low pools in the marshes at the up- 
per ind ot the lake. 


These fish, unable to set into the 


deeper water, were frozen by the 
thousands. 
Following one cold s 


in the pa&t winter it was estimated 
that fuilj -0 wagon loadb 01 
fish 


could iun e been gathered at vari- 
ous points in the marshes. 


The Licking County men also pro- 


posed a sj stem ot protection Ot fish 
while on the spawning bed^. 
One 


method was to locate and stake off 
the beds and prohibit 
fishing 
at 


these points while 
the 
fish 
were 


spawning. 
It was pointed out, how- 


ever, that the present laws 
would 


not prohibit such fishing and 
the 


suggestion to extend the closed sea- 
'•011 in the spring through May and 
June was heartily appro\pd not onlv 
by the yacht club representatives but 
by the game protective association. 
Such a law already ha= been propos- 
ed and before the next session of the 
legislature much educational 
work 


will be 
done 
by 
the 
sportsmen 


through the state to secure such a 
law 


Discussion of the various matters 


revealed the fact that the law re- 
quiring hunting 
licenses probably 


will be amended very soon so that 
the licences shall bo issued to sports- 
men, which will include hunters and 
fishermen.
